THE emphatic annoancement that millions 
now living on earth will never die must seem 
presumptuous to many people ; bnt when the evi- 
/ dence is carefnlly considered I believe that 

almost every fair mind will concede that the 
conclusion is a reasonable one. 

For nearly nineteen hundred years Christians 
have been looking forward to a time coming 
when life everlasting will be offered to all the 
peoples of earth. Their expectations and hopes 
have been based upon the combined testimony 
of the inspired prophets of old — from Moses to 
John — npon the testimony of Jesus of Nazareth, 
the Son of the living God, and npon the testi- 
mony of his inspired apostles.

- glad tidings of Christ Jesus, who is the image 

^ of God, should shine into their hearts". — 2 Cor- 

[ ■inthians 4:4. 

[ Many men of ability in the past centuries 

[ liave entered the Christian ministry. The great 



I adversary, knowing iheir vulnerable points, las 

used others to flatter and cajole them and to 

I tnrn their minds toward worldly things, and 

^,^ by far the greater number of these clergymen, 

y^ yielding to the hanefnl and seductive influence 

t_J of the adversary, have themselves turned away 

f^ from the Bible, and have blindly led the people 

in the wrong direction. They seem to have lost 

sight entirely of the fact that God has a great 

plan which he is causing to work out in an 

~ orderly, majestic manner. But the hour has 

[ struck when the people shall know the truth, 

; and they that know the truth shall he made free 

from the bondage of ignorance and superstition 

I and their minds shall be turned into the channels 

I leading to unending joy. 

I . It iB the purpose of the writer to try to turn, 

-' the minds of the people to a careful and prayer- 

l ful consideration of the divine promises. It is 

t to be deeply regretted that the clergymen would 

\ oppose an effort to teach the people the BiMe 

i truths; nevertheless, we find much oppositioii 

everywhere, and many clergymen will attempt to 

^ prevent the people from reading what is here 

^ written. We, therefore, assure the reader that 

we have no ulterior motive in putting out Ih-is 

& message. It is not propaganda. There is no 

A desire nor effort to induce the reader to join 

TT anything. The motive for this publication is 

wholly unselfish. The writer has hut one desire 

and that is to induce the people to read and rely 

upon the divine promises aad thus fix their 
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hearts and miiids in this honr of distress upon 
manJdnd ; to comfort those that monm and point 
them to a better day which is near at hand. 

We should have in mind that the great, all- 
■wise Creatof has been row for more than 4,000 
years dealing with certain people, preparatory 
to bringing to every man an opportunity for 
life everlasting. If he -whose wisdom is perfect 
would devote so mnch time and energy to the 
outworking of a great plan, then surely it is 
worthy of the careful and painstaking exam- 
ination and consideration of every man, without 
regard to his creed, religious training, or his 
political Tiew. 

Since the days of Abraham many men of 
Bnusual intellect not only have diligently studied 
the divine plan, but have devoted their lives to 
having a part in making it known to others. 
There were twenty-four holy prophets, whose 
message-s are recorded in the Bible. All of these 
foretold a coming time of great blessings to tha 
human race. Their ntteranees were not their 
own, but they spake as the spirit of Jehovah 
moved npon them. It was impossible for a 
human mind to look down through the eorridors 
of the ages and to foretell what the future would 
bring forth; but these various prophets, guided 
by the all-wise Creator who knew the end from 
the beginning, wrote and spake merely as the 
instruments of Gfod. God never failed in one 
of his promises. He says, "For I am the Lord, 
I change not". (Malachi 3:6) "There hath not 
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failed one word of all his good promise." (I 
Kings 8:56) AU students of the Bible agree 
that the time must come -when every promise of 
Jehovah mil be fulfilled. Jehovah does every- 
thing orderly and on time and exactly in his own 
dB© time, and not man's due time. One day with 
him is as a thousand years and a thousand years 
as one day ; and "what might seem to man a long 
deferred fulfillment of a promise would he to 
God only a questionof a very brief spaeo. of time. 
All students of the Bible also agree that it has 
pleased Jehovah to divide the social order of 
things existing from the beginning of the world 
into epochs, which epochs we call worlds, and 
:whieh the Lord speaks of as worlds — such a use 
of the word "world" meaning a social order of 
things existing within a given period of time. 
For nearly nineteen centuries students of divine 
prophecy have expected and looked for the world 
to end, because Jesns taught it would end. Many 
Christian men, however, failing to recognize 
the distinction between the symbolic and liteiral 
phrases of the Bible, have been confused con- 
cerning the end of the world. For instance, the 
great John Calvin taught that upon the happen- 
ing of that event Jesus, reappearing near the 
earth, would cause fire to be emitted from the 
clouds, setting the earth aflame and totally 
destroying it and everything on it. He being a 
clerg3niian of great renown was supposed to 
have based his conclusions upon a proper 
interpretation of the Bible^ and great numbers 
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believed his teaeliing; and for this reason, yn\h 
fear and trepidation, many have looked forward 
to the ending of the "world. 

Eeason 'would lead ns to the conclusion that 
Jehovah would not create a wonderful earth 
like this, permit man to bring it to a high state 
of cultivation in many places, and then com- 
pletely destroy it. Such is wholly out of har- 
mony with his character. Like-wise snch is 
Tpholly out of harmony ■with the plain teachings 
of his Word, which says: "The earth abideth 
forever'^ (Ecclesiastes 1:4) "For thus saith 
the Lord that created the heavens ; God himself 
that formed the earth and made it; he hath 
established it, he created it not in vain, he form- 
ed it to be inhabited." (Isaiah 45: 18) "When the 
Bible speaks of the world ending it does not 
mean the literal earth, but it does refer to an 
epoch or dispensation of time during which a 
certain arrangement of things or social order 
exists. In proof of this the Scriptures disclose 
that there was a "world" which existed from the 
time of Eden until the great deluge: "Wliereby 
the world that then was, being overflowed with 
water, perished." (2 Peter 3:6) At the end of 
the flood a new "world" began, and the promise 
is made by the same Scriptural writer that it 
shall end. The period of that world is from the 
flood until the coming of Messiah's kingdom, 
and his kingdom is to mark the beginning«of 
another new world or new order of things. 

The first world, then, began with the creation 
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l^^ of man and ended with the flood. At tlie time of 

#^ the deluge began the second world, which the

fc %^ and God clearly foretold that the second world, 

i, > or social order of things, visible and invisible, 

I h would pass away during a fiery time of trouble ; 

i ^ and then would follow the world to come, the 

, Jfm social order or arrangement of things. St. Paul 

[ instructs ns to "rightly divide the word of truth" ; 

\ ' and this means, amongst other things, to apply 

I the texts of Scriptures within the period or epoch 

? to which they belong; and applying these in 

} their proper place, one can discern the orderly 

i and majestic forward movement of the divine 

' arrangement. 

i . All students of the Bible further agree that 

[. just before Jesus was crucified he told his disci- 

I pies that he "was going away, but that he would 

'- return again and receive them unto himself, and 

that hia second coming would mark the end of 
the world, i. e., the social order of things exist- 
irg at the time he "was on the earth. Other 
Scriptures show that at that time the great 
hleasing long promised, viz., life, liberty and 
happiness, would be offered to the entire hum^in 
family. 

All students of divine prophecy agree that the 
promises of God made through the prophets 
must have a fulfillment some time, and that the 
time for fulfillment relating to the restoration 
of the human race to life, liberty and happiness 
has its beginning at l^e end of this world and at

the beginning of the new world, i. e., at the time 
when the social order of tilings existing iu 
Jesus' day shall pass away and the new order be 
established. By faith the prophets of old looked 
for that time and hailed its coming as the 
Golden Age, becanse during that age the Mes- 
siah shall reign and establish righteoasness in 
the earth. 

It mnst be conceded^ then, by all that the first 
important question for our determination is. 
When does this world end I If we can definitely 
fix this period, then it is an easy matter t' deter- 
mine when Uie divine promises with reference to 
life everlasting will be opened to the world in 
general. We therefore propose to prove in this 
argmnent that the social order of things, the 
second world, legally ended in 1914, and since 
that time has been and is passing away; that the 
new order of thing's is coming in to take its 
place; that within a definite period of time the 
old order will be completely eradicated and the 
new order in full sway; and that these thingg 
shall take place within the time of the present 
generation and that therefore there are milliona 
of people now living on earth who will see them 
take place, to whom everlasting life will be 
offered and who, if they accept it upon the terma 
offered and obey those terms, will never die. If 
these facts can be established by eompetent tes- 
timony to the satisfaction of the reasonable 
mind, then every man shonld hail it with glad- 
ness, every one should be delighted, even thoogh 
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it upsets his preconceived opinions, formed from 
the study of the creeds and plans of men. We 
invite the reader, therefore, to esamine each 
point carefully as here made, compare the argu- 
f.'H,-^ ment with the Scriptures cited, and view the

GKNTILD TIMES 

The term Oentlle times as used in the Scrip- 
#1 tares designates a period of time during which 

the Gentiles were to govern the peoples of earth. 
At the death of Jacob God organized Israel into 
a nation and dealt with that nation, to the exclu- 
sion of all other nations of earth, for a specific 
time. Time and again they departed from their 
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covenant "with Jehoyah and he punished them. 
Time and again he warned them against a pun- 
ishment of greater duration unless they profited 
by previous experiences. They had many kings 
— some good, some wicked. Zedekiah was the 
last king, and he became so very wicked that 
God issued this decree against him, sajdng: 
"Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; Because ye 
have made yonr iniquity to be remembered, in 
that your transgressions are discovered, so that 
in all your doings your sins do appear; because, 
I say, that ye are eome to remembrance, ye shall 
be taken with the hand. And thou, profane 
wicked prince of Israel, whose day is come, when 
iniquiiy shall have an end, thus saith the Lord 
God; Remove the diadem, and take off ttie 
crown : this shaU not be the same ; exalt him that 
is low, and abase him that is high. I will over- 
turn, overturn, overturn, it; and it shall be no 
more, until he come whose right it is ; and I will 
^ve it him."— Ezekiel 21:24-27. 

It is a well-known historical fact that Zede- 
kiah at the time here mentioned was taken 
prisoner by King Nebuchadnezzar and carried 
away to Babylon. Afterward the Israelites were 
permitted to maintain a national existence by 
other nations exercising a supervisory control 
over them, and this condition continued until 
the year A. D. 73. What happened at the time 
of the dethronement of Zedekiah was that the 
crown, or dominion, or rnling authority over 
the peoples of earth, was taken away from the 
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Jews and permitted to be assumed l>y the Gea- 
tiles. The first miiveraal empire ■was that *f 
i Babylon, followed by Medo-Persia, then by 

f Greece, and later by Eome ; and out of the 

Eoman empire have grown all the GentiJe 
nations of Christendom. As to how long this 
punishment shonld be inflicted upon the Jews, 
and therefore how long God would permit the 
Gentiles to have the dominion, is fixed by the 
Scriptures as seyen symbolic times. (See Levit- 
icus 26: 18) A fiJii-e in the Scriptures is used to 
represent a BymboUe year. According to the 
Jewish method of calculation a year is 360 days. 
A day for a year, then, ■would make each tiWrS 
360 years in duration. The seven times ^'ould 
be a period of 2520 years, during which the 
Gentiles should have the lease of power, and at 
the end of which their lease of power would 
legally cease to exist. 

The date of 2^dekiah's overthrow and the 
establishment of Nebuchadnezzar's Gentile' do- 
minion, which was the first Gentile world gov- 
ernment, is definitely fixed both by secular 
history and the Scriptures as B. C. 606. In the 
p year A. D. 1, 606 years of the whole period had 

expired. Adding 1914 years to the 606 would 
make a total of 2520 years, therefore bringing 
the period of the Gentiles' lease of power or 
dominion to an end in the year 1914, This date 
corresponds with the circumstantial evidence 
proving conclusively when the world would 
begin to end, i.e.. whea tb.e old order would 
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begin to pass away^ and fixes the time for the 
tnanifestation of Messianic power and the bring- 
ing in of the new order of things. 

By -way of illustration, if e. man purchases a 
piece of property on whioh is situated a decayed 
bnilding and upon "which lot he expects shortly 
to erect a new structure, the first work in which 
the new owner engages is to clear the lot of the 
decayed building, preparatory to erecting the ^^ 

new. By analogy, then, if the old order began to 
pass away in 1914 and Messiah began to exercise 
his power, preparatory to setting np the king- , 
dom of righteousness, then we should expect 
that his first work would he the destruction of 
the old systems of unrighteousness. 

We here introduce the testimony of a witness 
whose competency cannot be questioned and 
whose testimony must he accepted as absolutely 
true. Thig witness is Jesus of Nazareth. To 
orthodox Jews he was a great teacher amongst 
the Je-ws. To Christians he was not only a 
great teacher, hut by them is accepted and rec- 
ognized as the Son of Qod, the Redeemer of * 
mankind, the Savior of the world, the King of * 
glory. He testified that the Jews should he 
trodden down of the Gentiles until the times of ' 
the Gentiles be fulfilled. (Luke 21: 24) He gave | 
to John the Revelator instruction as to what 
would take place when that time should arrive ' ■ ■ 
and when he, the'Messiah, should begin to exer- 
cise his kingly power. He pictures the prophets, 
the mouthpieces of Jehovah, as saying con- 
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ceming himself, the Messiaii: "We give tlianks, 
O Lord God Almighty, whicli art, and wast, and 
art to come ; because thou hast taken to thee thy 
great power, and hast reigned [exercised regal 
authority]. And the nations Tvere angry, and 
thy wrath is come." — Eevelation 11:17, 18. 

Here, then, we definitely see that the Gentile 
times ended in the fall of 1914. At that time, 
true to the prophetic statement, the nations flifl 
become angry and God's wrath has been npon 
the nations since. Every nation under the son 
lias been growing weaker. 

END OF THE WOBLD 

Fnlly corroborative of this teFtimony, "wo 
direct attention to the farther testimony of 
Jesus set forth in the 24th chapter of Matthew 
only a few days before his crucifixion, to wit, in 
the spring of A. D. 33: "As he sat upon the 
mount of Olives, the disciples came unto him 
privately, saying, Tell us, when shall these 
things be? and what shall be the sign of thy 
presence, and of the end of the worldf After 
giving them warning not to he deceived by other 
testimony, the Lord plainly answers their ques- 
tion: "Nation shall rise against nation and king- 
dom against kingdom ; and there shall be 
famines, and pestilences, and earthquakes, in 
divers places. All these are the beginning of 
sorrows/' (Matthew 24:7,8) In other words, 
he stated that a great world war would ensue, 
in which the nations and kingdoms of the earth 
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slionld be inTolved. That great -war began ex- 
actly on time, at the end of the Gentile times; 
and there the old order began to pase away. 
The war, involving nearly all the nations of 
earth, continued for about four years, and Ita 
destructiveness of treasure and human life is 
Tinparalleled in any other time of man's history. 

It mil he noticed that Jesus said this would % 

be accompanied by famine. Since the coming 
of the war there has been great distress in the f^ 

world because of the shortage of food. In many 
of the conntries of Europe thousands have lit- 
erally starved to death. The food shortage in 
every country on earth is very apparent and the 
cost of living raounte higher and higher. This 
ifi not due to the fact that the earth is less pro- 
ductive, nor is it duo to the fact of man's 
iiiability to plant and produce more ; but It is 
due to the unsettled conditions resulting from 
the world war, which conditions Jesus clearly 
foretold would accompany the war; and it is 
another evidence that 1914 marked the begiur 
ning of the end of the world; for Jesus plainly 
said, "These are the beginning of sorrows". A 

Furthermore, it is observed, Jesus said that 
the war and famine woujri be accompanied by 
a pestilence. This has been literally fulfilled. r^ 

The Spanish influenza swept over the earth and 3 

in less than twelve months the victims from that 
dread pestilential disease outnumbered two to 
one of tiiose who died daring the great srorld 
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war in four years; and now this is being fol- 
lowed in the European countries by the direful 
pestilence of typhns, against which the people 
are being warned. 

Again Jesns said that the war, famine and 

.^ pestilence wonld be followed by earthquakes. 

It was not nnusnal for Jesos to "nse symbolic 
language ; in fact, he often used symbolic lan- 
guage or dark sayings to conceal the real mean- 

■ .J ing until the due time should come- In Biblical 

symbology earthquake means revolution. Fol- 
lowing the war have come famine, pestilence and 
revolutions in many countries — some bloody 
and some bloodless. Bussia has experienced her 
revolution and there the Babylonish systems 
have fallen. The same thing has ocenired in 
Germany, in Austria and Hungary; and the 
spirit of revolution is rife everywhere. This 
doeB not mean the end of the trouble, but it does 
mean, according to Jesns^ words, that the old 
world legally ended in 1914 and the process of 
removing the worn out systems is now progress- 
ing, preparatory to the inauguration of Mes- 
siah's kingdom. 

' CORROBORATIVE TESTIMONY 

It will be Interesting here to examine a picture 
that Jehovah caused to be made centuries ago. 
r The prophet Elijah was used as a type of the 

true followers of Christ Jesus. His journey to 
Mount Horeb pictureB the journey of the true 
Christians down to the time of the end of the 
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world. The Lord directed him to go forth and 
stand on the mountam, picttuing the church in 
snch a position as to obtain a clear vision of the 
events about to transpire aad transpiring. To 
Elijah the Lord said : "Go forth, and stand upon 
the monnt before the Lord. And, behold, the 
Lord passed by, and a great and strong wind > 

rent the mountains [symbolieaily representing 
kingdoms], and brake in pieces the rocks [strong 
parts thereof] before the Lord; but the Lord 
■was not in the wind [symbolie of war] : and 
after the wind an earthqnafce [symbolic of rev- 
olution] ; but the Lord was not in the earth- 
quake : and after the earthquake a fire [symboEc 
of greater troubles] ; but the Lord was not in the 
fire: and after the fire a still small Toice,"- — 
1 Kings 19:11,12. 

In 1898 Pastor Eussell, the greatest Bible 
student of modem times^ commenting on the 
above Scripture, said: 

. **The four exhibitions of the Lord, giTen. ta Elijahj 
represent, we believe^ four manifeetations in which the 
Lord is about to reveal hiniHelf to mankind, the first 
tiirec of which will prepare men for the final one, in 
which will come the defiiied blessing to all the families 
of the earth. These are: 

"(1) The mighty winds rending' the very recks. 
Blowing winds seem to be used in Scripture for ware. 
The wars, whose dark «louda have threatened the ciyil- 
ized woTld BO ominously for the past thirty years, have 
been mtraeulously hindered to give opportimity for 'seal- 
ing* the Lord's consecrated people in their f«r«heads 
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(inteUectufllly) with the preeent truth. We are there- 
foie to expect that when the^e winds of war shall be 
let loose, it will mean a cataclysm of warfare which ehaU 
diridft kiEgdomfl (mountains) — piefigured by thg 
mighty wind shown to Elijah (1 Kings 19: 11), which 
rent tie locta. Bnt God's Kingdom will not follow tha 
epoch of WAT ; the world wiU not thus be made ready for 
the reign of Inunanuel. No; a further lesson will ba 
needed and will he given. It is represented Id 

"(S) An earikquake. .Throughoirt the Scriptares an 
earthquake seema always to represent revolution ; and 
it is not unreasonflWe to erpect that an era of general 
waxfaie would su arouse the lower daseea of Europe and 
to diflcontent them with their lot (and especially with 
t^e conditions which would follow euch a war) that 
revolution would be the next thing in order. (ReTelation 
16: i8) But, severe though those revolutionary eiperi- 
eoces will be to the world, th-ey are not sufficient to pie-' 
pare men to hear the voice of God. It wiU require 

"(3) The fire from heaven — an epoch of divine jadg- 
menta and chastisements "upon, a maddened but uncon- 
verted world, wild in anardiy, as other Scriptures show 
UB. The results of their wars, revolutions and anarchy, 
in the failure of their echemea, will have a humbling 
effect, and will prepare manMnd for God's revelation. 
of hiroself in 

"(4) The stUl small voice. Yes ; he who spoke to the 
winds and the waves of the sea of Galilee will, in due 
time, *apeak peace to the peoples'. He will speak with 
authority, conmiandLEg the observance of his loDg 
neglected law of love. 'And whosoever will not hear that 
prophet shall be cut o5 from among the people/ — Acta 
3: 23."—rA0 Finished Mystery.

(Hebrews 10:1) Keep- 
ing in mind ihat prophecy means history written 
in adTance, i. e., that the divine mind foreknew 
from the beginning the end and caused the sali- 
ent points to be recoi'ded fof the benefit of those 
Kving at the times when they should happen, let 
us now examine further the testimony of Jesus 
on this point. He said: "Kow learn a parable 
of the fig tree ; When his branch is yet tender, 
and putteth forth leaves, ye know that summer 
is nigh: so likewise ye, when ye shall see all 
these things, know that it is near, even at the 
doors". (Matthew 24 : 32, 33) The fig tree here 
is symbolic of the Jewish nation. We reach that 
conclusion from what Jesus himself said in curs- 
ing the fig tree a few days before he gave utter- 
ance to the words above qnoted. — Matthew 21: 
19,20. 

Jehovah, through Jeremiah his prophet, fore- 
told to Israel that the climax of their punish- 
ment would come when he would drive them out 
of the land of Palestine into a strange eountry, 
where they would have to serve others and be 
oppressed for the same length of time that he 
had shown them his favor, the words of the 
prophet here being: "Therefore will I cast yoa 
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! out of this land into a laud that ye know not, 

neither ye nor your fathers; and therff shall ye 

: serve other gods day and night ; where I will not 

\ ' show yon favor. Therefore, hehold, the days 

> '. come, saith the Lord, that it shall no more be 

I said, The Lord liveth, that brought up the chil-

t until the 10th day of Nisan A, D. 33 was 1845 ^

I A. D. 33 the double began to count, and from 

J that day Palestine began to disintegrate, the 

<f Jewish nation began to melt away ; and exactly ^ 

I forty years from that date Palestine was com- v 

^ pletely depopulated. In other words, a period 

'■ of forty years was occupied by Jehovah from 

f the time he began to execute the double until

tress on the southwestern shores of the Dead 
Sea, pnt a termination to one of the fieroeut 
struggles recorded in history (73 A. D.)/' (Mor- 
rison's Jews Under Boman Rule) *'Judea waa 
not entirely subjugated; for three strong for- 
tresses were still in arms: Herodiunij Machae- 
ms, and Masada. . . . The heroes agreed to this 
proposal (of their leader Eleasar) even with 
enthusiasm, and on the first day of the great 
Feast of the Paesover (A. D. 73), after slaying 
their own -wiTes and children, they all perished 
on their own swords.*' (Graete's History of the 
Jews, Vol. 2) *'Eleasar accordingly persuaded 
all his people during that night to kill their 
wives and children and then themselves, but to 
bum all their treasures first. The next day the 
Bomans found only 960 dead bodies, whilst but 
t*o women and five children hid themselves io 
caverns and were discovered. The Kaster of the 
year 73, just seven years from the beginning of 
the great movement and forty years after 
Christ's crucifixion, spw tnis end of the whole 
tragedy." (flwald's Histori, of Israel, Vol. 7) 
The historian Josephua corro borates these dates. 

QOCBLE BTIOINS TO iJND 

Q?he double began to count, as stated, in the 
ipring of the year A. D. 33 ; and since the period 
of favor had been 1845 years, the period of pun- 
ishment should likewise be 1845 years. Then 
adding 1845 years to A. D, 33 brings us to 1878 ; 
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and on the latter date, if our caleulations be cor- 
rect, we shotdd find, according to the parallel or 
double, that some time during the year 1878 
there shoiild be some marked beginning- of God's 
favor returning to the Jew. In other 'words, 
here should begin the bndding of the symbolic 
fig tree, which ought to he specially marked forty 
years later, viz., in 1918, if this parallel is car- 
ried out, 

FATOK BEGINS TO RETURN 

In the summer of 1878, exactly on time and 
"When we should look for God's favor to Teturn 
to the Jew, we find there transpired a eertaiu 
event of the greatest imjrortanee that had hap- 
pened to Jewry in more than 1800 years. I quote 
from the Jewish Encydopedia,^ which is a recog- 
nized authority: "Eussia, at war with Turkey, 
was euceessful, and by the treaty of San 
Stephano practically effaced Turkey from 
Europe. Lord Beaconsfield, a Jew, came into 
power in 1874. As Premier of Great Britain 
Beaconsfield sent the English fleet into the Dar- 
danelles and brought Indian troops to Malta 
and made a demonstration against Russia. She 
yielded and agreed to a discussion of the whole 
affair at Berlin. Accordingly from June 13 to 
July 13, 1878, the Berlin Congress was held. 
Beaconsfield compelled Russia to greatly modify 
her treaty. Turkey was enfranchised and made 
independent, but upon condition that civil and 
religioits rights h& granted to the Jews, This 
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had an important bearing on the history of fhe 
Jews." 

Other authorities state that Beaconsfield pre- 
sided at that Congress, wrote the treaty and 
■was the leading factor. As yoxi well know, his 

«)l real name was Disraeli, a thorough, full-hlooded 

Jew, the first and only Jewish prime minister 
Great Britain has ever had. From that time on 
the favor of the Lord hegan to be shown again 

^' to the Jewish people. According to the parallel 

we should expect God's favor to increase toward 
the Jews from 1878, and should Lave some spe- 
cial climax in the year 1918. 

SnONISM 

For many centuries thei'G have been repeated 
efforts to destroy the Jews, all of which have 
failed. God never intended that they should be 
destroyed and they never shall be destroyed. 
Their persecutions have held them together as 
a people and increased their longing desire for 
a home in the land of their fathers. In dealing 
with his people God always raises up a man at 
the opportune moment and often the man who 
proves his faithfulness to the task imposed upon 
him dies a martyr to the cause. In times past 
Jehovah has proven his purpose of making the 
wrath of man to praise him, and every one who 
has suffered for a righteous cause will in due 
time receive a reward for his faithfulness to the 
principles of truth and righteousness. 

In 1$60 there was Ijorn in Budapest a Jewish 
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child who grew to manhood's estate. Choosing 
first the law as a profession, he soon embraced 
journalism and forged to the front amongst the 
journalists and "writers of the world. His heart 
was torn and bleeding because of the wicked and 
unjust persecution of his kinsmen, the Jewish 
people, which led to the formation in Ms mind 
of a scheme for their relief. In 1896 he gave 
expression to this scheme in his splendid paper, 
A Jewish State ; and there many Jews of the 
world began to awaken to the fact that their 
cause had found a champion in this man. When 
first A Jewish State appeared, bis office assistant 
wept, because he thought the author had lost his 
mind; but as the import of this paper was con- 
sidered, it was hailed as a message of deliver- 
ance by many of the oppressed Jews of the 
world. He spent his life in the interest of the 
cause and his last words Were : "Greet Palestine 
for me ; I have given my life for my people." 

Today the name Theodor Herzl is a household 
word among&t the Jews of earth and the ttme 
will come when the peoples of earth, Jew and 
Gentile, will recognize that Theodor Herzl was 
raised up at the opportune moment to give birth 
to Zionism, which is destined to succeed beyond 
the dreams of its originator.

DEVELOPMENT OF ZIONISM 

\ Officially organized in 1897, Zionism has ad- 

I vanced year by year. The first congress held in 



h! tiilHont SToWT Uvlnp wni Never Die 

Basle, Switzerland, in that year was attended 
by 206 deleg-ates, only a hamdf-ui of Jews; 
whereas today Zionism has its organization in 
every part of the world where there are Jews 
and there are some of them almost everywhere. 
Large sums of money have been raised and 
expended in the establishment of many agrlcnl- 
tnral settlements. Scientific methods have been 
employed in agrriculture. Schools have been 
established, and the fonndation of the great 
Hebrew University has been laid on the Slount 
of Olives. The organization of colonies is pro- 
gressing. Jews are acquiring the land in Pales- 
lime and building houses ; waste lands are being 
reclaimed and gradually the nation is rising. 

DOOBLB FULFILLED 

When Zionism ^s.s organized^ among other 
things the first congress declared that its aim 
was end is the proenring of such government 
sanctions as are necessary in the achievement 
of the objects of Zionism. 

As above noted, the favor of God began to 
return to the Jews in 1878 and according to the 
prophetic double foretold by the Lord's proph- 
ets, forty years later^ or in 1918, there should be 
some marked and special manifestation of God's 
favor toward One Jew. The Jewish year be^ns 
in the autumn; therefore November, 1917, would 
be in fact the be^nning of 1918. In 1917 the 
Allied armies drove back the Turk and took pos- 
Bession of Palestine. On November 2. ISIT, or 
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about the second month of the Jewish year 
1918, Great Britain officially recognized Zion- 
ism, as appears tiom the fallowing:

Within the year 1918 ten nations of earth, in- 
olnding Great Britain and the United States, 
gave official endorsement of the ^tablishment of 
a Jewish homeland in Palestine. It was in the 
Bpring of 1918, abont the anniversary of t^ 
deliverance of the children of Israel from Egypt, 
exactly forty years from tii« ttme when the favor 
began to retam to the Jew, that a commissioQ in 
charge of Dr. Chaim Weinnann, with full 
authority from the British QoTemment, sailed 
from London to Palestine, clothed with anthecHf 
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looking io the establishment 6f a Jewish com- 
Dionwealth in Palestine. Thus "we see that the 
do'uble was falfilled exactly on time, as God had 
foretold through the month of his prophets. 

rURPOSB OF ZIONISM 

The first Zionist congress, convened at the In- 
atanee of the much beloved Theodor Herzl, made 
a clear declarStioii as to its purpose and that 
program has neVei* been altered. The purpose 
ia thus stated: 

"Zioniam aims to create a publiclj secuiedj legflUy 
assured home for the Jewish people in Palestine. 

■^In order to attain this object, the Confess adopts 
the following means; 

"(1) The promotion of the settlement in Palestine of 
Jewish agriciiitiiriatSf handicraftsmen, industrialistg, 
and men following professions, 

"(S) The federation and association of entire Jewry 
by means of local and general institutions in conformity 
with the local laws. 

"(3) The strengthening of Jewish sentiment dnd 
national consciousnesa, 

"(4) The procuring of such government sanctions as 
are necessary for achieving the ohjects of Zionism." 

JEWS REErn,"DINGl PALESTINE 

The Jews are not only laying a foundation of 
a state in Palestine, but they are putting in 
operation great schemes for improving the coun- 
try by means of rapid transit systems, systems 
of irrigation, the building of houses, establishing 
of schoolsj and a great university at Jerusalem, 
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and many other things. "We cite a few of these 
events that have appeared in the puhlic press : 

Special Bnlletin No. 469, issued by the Zionist 
Organization of New York City, states that the 
average rainfall in Palestine is twenty-six inches, 
■4, and that this water stored up in Palestine wonld 

be sufficient to snpport a population of 15,000,- 
OOO people. The present population is 600,000. 
It further states that from the spring sixteen 
'-' miles sonth of Jerusalem great quantities of 

■water are floTring into the city. The puhlie 
press annoTinces gigantic irrigation schemes 
which, if carried out, will supply all Palestine 
with an abundance of water for irrigation and 
other purposes. 

Tht Zionist BulUtin, Tmder date of February 
25, 1920, says : 

"One million eeren hundred thousand eucalyptus and 
other kinds of forest treea are to be planted on an area 
tk 31,185 dunams.. 

"In Mereliayia 30,000 eucalyptuB trees are to be 

planted, in connection mih the sanitation of the eettle- 

ment, on 300 duaama. 

/~ ' 'an Kinereth and Daganiah 4^,000 eucalyptus and 

ff? / other kinds of foiest treea are to be planted on 17& 

dunama on the elopes of the mountain, the ^ann of 

Kinereth, the banks of the Jordan and the diores of 

^ ' Lake Kinereth. 

u "In B&nscheraen about 70,000 trees are to be planted 

'^ on 230 dunams. 

"In Hulda 425,000 trees are to ba planted *n 140 
dunams. 
"In Ber-Tobiah (Kaatinie) 37.000 trees are to Lj 
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planted on 380 dtmams, apart from those already 
laeutdoiied above. 

"In the surrounding of the colony of Chederah BOjOOO 
trees in all, mostly eucalyptus trees, are to be planted 
on 1,000 duixsms," * 

A special bulletin dated March 1, 1920, says : 

■ "Three thousand Bchool children of Jerusalem, cele- -._ Jjt, 

brating the Jewish Arbor Day recently, planted 500 *~ 

trees in the anbuiba of the Holy City, inauguTating' the 
afforestation, program of the Zionists to plant one million 
trees this year in Palestine, according to a report from 
the Zionist Commission in Jerasalem, 

"During 1919, 369^000 trees weie planted in the 
effort to lesfcoie Palestine's forests, wantonly destroyed 
by Turkish misrule and by the war. The afforestation' 
of Palestine, because of its importance in the agricul- 
tural rejuvenation of the connt:^ and in providing lum- 
ber for eoustraetion ■fforh of the future, is considered 
one of the biggest reconstruction projects that the Zion- 
isls arc attempting in tshe Holy Land." 

Another special bulletin, under date of March 
26, 1920, says: 

"For ten yeata this etruggle was kept up, entirely by 
Jewish labor. Today this once barren soil is covered 
with forests of olive and almond trees, 150,000 oKve . 

^d 10,000 ahhond trees. Last year 100,000 pounds of 
fllcionds were sold, which together With the proceeds 
obtained from the Sde of hides and wool from the erteti- 
.sive taisiag tif cattle and feheep, jJroduced a net profit of , 
15 per cent, on the original investment.'* 

It is of tlie keenest interest to all thoughtfnl 
persons to note that these activities of the Zion- 
ists were fofretold by God's prophet more than 
2,500 years ago, who wrote: *T will open on 
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naked mountain-peaks rivers, and in the midst 
of valleys fountains ; I will change the wilder- 
ness into a pool of water, and the dry land into 
springs of water. I mil place in the wilderness 
the cedar, the acacia, and the myrtle, and the oil- 
tree ; I will set in the desert the fir-tree, the pine 
and the box-tree together; in order that they 
may see, and know and take (it to heart), and 
comprehend together, that the hand of the Lord 
hath done this, and the Holy One of Israel hath 
created it," — Isaiah 41: 18 - 20, Leeser. 

"THEY SHALL BUH-D HOUSES" 

At the Zionist Executive Council held Febrn- 
ary 16, 1920, at London, Dr- Buppin in the 
debate proposed the founding of a large society 
which should begin to build houses for workers 
as rapidly as possible. And even now in parts 
of Palestine houses are rapidly undergoing con- 
struction for the benefit of the constant flow of 
Jewish population returning to the land. Again 
we find that this is clearly in fulfillment of 
prophecy written long ago for the purpose of 
encouraging the Jews to have faith in the prom- 
ises of the Lord. The houses now built are not 
in the interest of profiteers, nor will the owners 
be permitted to oppress those who live in them; 
but the owners ^all live in them as their own 
homes, as the prophet of the Lord foretold; 
"They shall build houses, and inhabit them; and 
they shall plant vineyards, and eat the fruit of 
them^ They shall not build, and another in- 
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habit; they shall not plant, and another eat; 
for as the days of a tree are the days of my 
people, and mine elect shall long enjoy the work 
of their hands. They shall not labor in vain, 
nor bring forth for tronble; for they are the 
seed of the blessed of the Lord, and their off- 'jg, 

spring with them."— Isaiah 65 : 21 - 23, ^ 

Thus the testimony definitely establishes the i, ^ 

fact that God's favor has returned to the Jew; 
that the parallel is fulfilled ; that the fig tree is 
putting forth its leaves, according to the promise 
—all of which Jesua said would take place at the 
end of the world. 

EVENTS OF NOAH'S DAT 

Jesus did not leave us to make a decision 
upon the happening of one event, but he enu- 
merated several things that would transpire 
during the period when the world is ending. He 
stated that as it was in Noah's day^ so would it 
be at the end of the world, "As the days of 
Noah were, so shall also the coming of the Son 
of man be. For as in the days that were before 
the flood they were eating and drinldng, marry-; 
ing and giving in marriage, until the day that 
Noah entered into the ark, and knew not until 
the flood came, and took them all away ; so shall 
also the coming of the Son of man be." — Matt- 
hew 24: 37 -39. 

The first world ended with the flood. One 
hundred and twenty years before the flood God 
instructed Koalx to prepare for it, that he might 
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save hiraseH, and to preach to the people con- 
cerning the approaching end. In Noah's day the 
people pTii-sTied their nsnal and enstomary 
conrse of action and were wholly indifferent and 
oblivions to the fact that the old order of things 
was about to pass away in a great flood. So 
likewise today the mass of humanity, pnrsning 
its usual way, is wholly oblivions to and entirely 
ignorant of the great transition period we are 
now in. 

In Noah's day while he was preaching to the 
people concerning the coming end of the world 
many scoffed at him, jeered him and mocked 
him, and thereby testified to their ignorance 
concerning the events that were about to occur. 

Hark the parallel in events now transpiring. 
Shortly after the capture of Palestine by the 
Allied armies a number of good ministers of the 
gospel met in London and issued the following 
manifesto, as appears from a London press 
report : 

"The foUowing manifesto was recently issued by a 
nmnber of England's moat noted ministers: 

"'First — That the present crista points toward the 
close of the times of the Gentiles. 

" 'Second — That the revelation of the Lord may be 
expected at any moment, when he will be manifested as 
evidently as io Mb disciples on tbe evening of his resur- 
reetion.

\ It is to be regretted that the ministers above 

\ mentioned do not represent the sentiment of the 

\ majority of clergymen in the world. To all peo- 

^ pie who think, it is apparent that thete are two 

I elasses of ministers in the world: the good and ^m, 

I the bad, the honest and the dishonest, the faithful i( ft 

\ and the unfaithful. This same rule applies to 

.' almost any profession. But amongst all the 

f professions of the world, the man who occupies 

\ the position of a minister of the gospel is hon- m 

l ored above all others from the divine standpoint, 

', becanse he is supposed to deal with things per- 

: taining to the Word of God. A faithful fulfill- 
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ment o£ his commission, then, pnts him in the 
honorable roll from God's viewpoint. On the 
other hand, h man who assumes the title of a 
minister of the gospel and who yields to the 
flattery of the world and for this reason disre- 
gards the plain teachings of the Bible and leads 
the people into error is himself a dishonor to the 
ministry and a menace to the welfare of htmian- 
ity. No honest minister mil take issne with 
me upon this point. Any one ■who insists that 
this is not true at once pnts himself in the cate- 
gory of the bad class. X,et each one, then, apply 
the measuring rod to himself and see which 
class he is in. And if he sees he is in the wrong 
one, he will if he is honest get into the right 
class as qnickly as possihle. 

An enterprising newspaper man presented 6. 
copy of the foregoing manifesto to all the lead- 
ing clergymen of one of the metropolitan cities 
of America; and their action is an Ulustratioa 
of how the majoiity have regarded the matter* 
Invariably they scoffed at the thoughts therein 
expressed; and many of them answered, "It is 
nonsense to talk a"bout the world coming to an 
end. That event will not happen for 50,000 
years or more. This war is like any other war 
and these troubles upon earth signify nothing." 

For more than forty years Pastor Enssell, a 
faithful, consecrated Christian, proclaimed to 
the people by word of month, through the pub- 
lic press and throtigh his books, that 1914 would 
mark th« «Qd of the Gontild times; that the 



world would begin to end at that timej and that 
Messiah's kingdom would shortly follow. A few 
ministers here and there joined with him in the 
proelaiuation, but the majority of them scoffed 
at him and said all manner of eril against him 
beeanse of his faithful proclamation of the mes- 
sage. The inspired witness of the Lord corro- 
borated his statement that there would be scoff- 
ers at this time who would oppose the testimony 
divinely provided, saying: "There shall come in 
the last days scoffers, walking after their own 
lusts [selfish tlesires], and saying, Where is the 
promise tproof] of Ms eomingi for since the 
fathers fell asleep, all things continue as they 
were from the be^nning of creation. For this 
they willingly are ignorant of, that by the word 
of God . . . the heavens [invisible ruling pow- 
ers] and the earth [socialorderof things], which 
are now, . . . are kept in store, reserved unto 
fire [destructive trouble] against the day of 
judgment and perdition of ongodly men."— 2 
Peter 3:3-7. 

The clear fnlflUment of tlie above prophetic 
statement ought to be sufficient to convince any 
reasonable and thoughtful mind that we are now 
passing through the transition period from the 
old to tlie new order of things. 

Concerning this same subject, the great Mas- 
ter further said: "The snn [shall] be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from heaven, and the powers of 
the heavens shall be shaken". (Matthew 24: 29), 
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These dark sayings or symbolic -words of Jesus, 
as siown in the light of other Scriptures, mean 
this: The suii represents the gospel of Jesug 
Christ and him crncified, the philosophy of the 
great ransom sacrifice. The moon pictures or 
symbolizes the Mosaic law covenant arrange- 
ment, which foreshadowed the development of 
God's plan in both the Gospel and Millennial 
ages. And the stars symbolize exalted ones, 
teachers of the divine Word. 

In fulfillment of this prophecy of the Lord 
everybody has witnessed dnring ttie past decade 
a great falling away of clergymen from the 
plain gospel of Christ Jesus and him crucified. 
In November, 1917, there assembled in Carnegie 
Hall, New York, minieters of the Jewish, Pro- 
testant and Catholic faiths, to discuss a common 
basis for action. In all that meeting the name of 
Jesns as the great Redeenjer was not mentioned. 
There was a decided tendency to unite upon 
questions relating to civil or political affairs, 
but the great doctrines of the truth taught Ijy 
the apostles and prophets becgme darkened and 
were ignored. One speaker at that convention 
said : "Here are three steps which we may take : 
(1) the preparation of a book of selections from 
the Bible by an interdenominational conunission 
appointed by the legislature or by the Board of 
Begents for use in the schools ; (2) the formula- 
tion of a plan for n on -proselyting cooperation 
between the schools and the various denomina- 
tions, to tJie end that e^firy child may have its 
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democratieal and its religious instrnction ; (3) 
the granting- of Eegents' credits for seriotia 
work and Bible study outside of the schools." 

This plan was enthusiastieaUy adopted. ' 

Another speaker, Dr. Finley, at that convention 
said, as appeared in the public press : "The time 
is come for Protestants, Catholics, Jew and Gen- 
tile, to cooperate to the end that every child 
may have an intimation at least of his moral and 
religious inheritance". 

As ftlrther evidence, the Interchureh Worfd 
Movement has united in action but absolutely .. 
ignored the doctrines of the truth. Their state- 
ment, which appeared in a bulletin issued in 
January, 1920, says: 'TVe believe the time is 
fully ripe for such unity of action on the part 
of united Protestantism that, without attempt- 
ing to solve the problems arising from divergent 
and conscientiously held points of view on mat- 
ters of doctrine &nd policy, the churches are 
ready for a common program of activity. 

In other words, they are ignoring the great 
fundamental truths of Christianity foreshad- 
owed by the typical sacrifices and made certain 
by the one great sacrifice of Jesus, the selection 
of the chnreh and through the church the restor* 
ation of the world during the reign of Christ — 
clearly in fulfillment of the Master's words. 

The stars, here representing the teachers of 
spiritual things, are pictured as falling; there- 
fore representing that men who have claimed to 
teach the divine Word have fallen to the com- 
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mon level of ordinary world politics. As to the 
character of the Interehurch "World Movement 
and shomng that the purpose is not in harmony 
with the divine plan and that it is i^oring the 
plain purpose of Jesus and the apostles, we 
quote langTiag^ recently uttered by some of the 
leading figures in it. Dr. J. Campbell White, 
Associate General Secretary of the Movement, 
according to the public press recently said : "To 
carry out the new program of the cooperative 
churches it "will require 100,000 new employed 
leaders during the next five years. They must 
be college graduates. An outlay of from $250,-. 
000,000 to $300,000,000 wiUbe required to finance 
this program during 1920, and it is proposed to 
raise it during the week of April 25 to May 2; 
one-third of the money to be devoted to educa- 
tion, another third to Americanization and a 
third to reaching the billion persons in the non- 
Christian world. The world will be ruled by 
the forces of Christianity in twenty years/' 

This Interchnrch World Movement is what its 
name really implies, to wit, the world moving 
the churches, or the churches moving in the way 
of the world. The movement is really organized 
in the interest of big business and political 
forces. As evidence of this we cite the following 
from the Interchwrch Bulletin of recent date; 

"QeoTge W, WickeTshani, formerly United States at- 
torney general, says in an interview that there is nothing 
incompatible between Christianity and modem business 
jn«tludB. A leading lay official of the Episcopal Church 
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declftree that what the chiirches need more than anything 
else is- & strong mjection of bueinese methods into their 
management. 

"To the missionary China owea her expertness in 
priiiting, as weli as cotton and fiuit agTieuiture. 

"Siam has become proficient in tanning leather 
through the scientific aid of miseionariee. 

"Brazil and India have increased the food pioduction 
of their Boila through the guidance of men of the mis- 
rionfi. 

"Japan is richer through the infaoduction of Ameri- 
can fruit trees by the advance agents of Chiistiamty and 
progiesa. 

"Nativea of South Africa, formerly unemployed, now 
earn wages in sugar plantations and in the cultivation of 
cocoa beauB^ introduced by mleeiouaiieB." 

The Keverend Dayid Carnegie in the Toronta 
Qlobe says: 

"The Church, on this ride of the Atlairtic, at any rate, 
has taken sides with the employing and governing claBfieB 
because of eelf-intereet. She has been disloyal and 
faithless to the charge committed to her, but, in epite 
of aU, she remaiuB the one great avenue through which 
aU that Christianity stands for is expressed. She alone 
has the spiritual message for the regeneration of in- 
dustry. 

"How can the Church discover and use the secret of 
her power? She has to discover that society and indui- 
try aie inseparahly linked together, that underlying 
both are fundamental principles of which ahe is the 
exponent." 

Why do men who claim to be miniBterB of the 
divine Word so dishonor the profession and 
link hands with bi^ bosineas and politi<ftl 'Sh» 
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real reason is that they have lost their faith 
ill God and in his Word, the Bible. They are 
seeking prestige and power from human sources 
and not divine approval. As evidence of this 
we quote from the Chicago' Herald and Exami- 
ner of recent date; 

"Methodist miniatGrg were told yesterflay that the 
theological Hchoo-le of America are drifting away from 
the teachings of Christ, sad that the Bible is no longer 
regarded by many preachers as tte Btandard of faith. 

"Dr. Henry Paul Sloan of the New JeJeey annual 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church spoke at 
the ministers' meeting held at Pirst Church, Clarlt and 
Washington streets, on the course of $tudy required by 
the church for every minister. He said twenty-flve an- 
nual conferences had sent a petition to the coming gen- 
eral conference to be held at Des Moines next Msy^ 
demanding the course be revised. 

'"Many Metbodist ministers disbelieve some of tha 
fundamental conceptions of Christianity and teach the 
higher criticism, which ig destructive of the foundations 
of evangelical belief/ aaid the speaker.'* 

Occasionally we find a minister of the gospel 
who has the coTirage to tell some of his brethren 
oi the ministry the truth concerning the presen*- 
condition. We quote the Reverend William 
Allan, as reported by the New York American: 

"*One reason why there is so much cause for com- 
plaint about poor attendance at moat churches is because 
the Lord is not among us. In too many cases Christ ia 
on the outside seeking to get in, while we are proud of 
the large ftunu of money we are able to raise by our 
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great mass movementa, acting all the time aa if eHvet 

and Bol*! <io\ild take the pl84je of spiritual power and 

the grace of God^ both of which oolj- come -when the 

Lord 18 among ub. When he is among iia "it will be ■^ 

noised abroad that he is in the house" and t^e wqild wiil 

once more flock to the place where Jeaus is. ^ 

" 'Oh, for a return of the old days, with the Lord in 
the midst of the asaemWy of hie people, directing and 
dominating the manifold activities of the church I' " 

It is gratifying to see now and then some ^ 

Christian paper eoikrageoiisly telling the truth.' 
In an article concerning the Interchtireh World 
Movement, the Christian Leader of Cincinnati ^ 
editorially says : 

"Any effort to secure apparent unity in sentimeTit and 
organization apart from the doctrine of Ch-rist is wholly 
unworthy of the indorsement of any one who professes to 
aelmowledge the soyereignty of our Lord and Savior. 
Neither the unity for which he so fervently prayed, nor 
the organization which meets hia approTal, nor the spirit 
of his life, can be obtained by rejecting the docirine of 
ChrkL The spirit and life of the Christ can not be mait*. 
ifest in the individual or in the organization of individ- 
uals unless there first be the doctrine of Christ. All talk A 
therefore about accomplishing a union in spirit and oi- "*^ 
ganization ^-itliout appealing to all to obey the gospel of 
Christ, is a cheat, a ftaud, a deception, a device of Satan 
to deceive the unwaiy. It ie a conglomerate farcical t^ 
union for the purpoae, chiefly, to bring the church of 
Christ into a oompromising position and thus break the 
force of the dis.tinctiTe gospel which she preaches, or to 
make her ao odious in the sight of all denominattonaiista 
^or aot uniting in the Movement tbst all will ahun her."

And they are probably Tight, since that same 
world which, we are told *a great ahaft of light has 
struck', boasts few humWe carpenters and fishermen to 
renounce all worldly comfoits-^disciples to follow a pos- 
seasionleaa Master today. 

"Those expensive advertisements teem with ironical 
truths. 'The least pretentious business concerns now 
train their aalce forces : can the churches do lees T they 
demand. In America we must have Sunday School ex- 
perts, Bible teachers, skilled fishers of men.' How very 
far we have traveled from the simplieity of Jesus, from 
the Sermon on the Mount, from that sublime doctrine, 
free and gratis for all vho cared to take. 'The realiza- 
tion of humanity's need for Chriat at this time has fol- 
lowed with sudden, blinding brilliance, "not unlike that 
which came to Sau! of Tarsus,' we are told. But Saula 
of Tarsus seem to be pecidiarly rare. Rather are they 
forsaking the ministry on all sides because of the meager 
worldly reward entailed. Nothing hut millions c&n Inra 
them back^ or create uaw Sauls. Our modem Saola don't 
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sccrue without expert training and the promised le- 
, ward of high salarieB. 

I "ETcrj item in those expensive advertisementB is 

; quite logical. One cannot take issue with a single 

t aaaertion. Th^ all reck of efficient promisej of indubit- 

t able statements ae to conditions and needed reforms, 

ftr And yet, somehow, i±iey leave us with a feeling of irony 

* that Chrifltianity ^ould have come to such a pass. Per- 

haps it is the glaring omission of exhortation to our 
spiritual duty — only our financial duty is emphasized. 
^ We are not aaked to each iSiA. eier^ one oi us constitute 

*' ourselves a pereonal missionary without pay. We are 

not asked to ezanune the condition of our own bouIs, 
^ OUT own lives, our own spirituai practiMs ; we are only 

exhorted to pay for the religions education of others, the 
religious improvement of othere. There are numerous 
paragrapba beginning. Tour mon^ will,' etc,, eiplain- 
; ing just how much other feople's Berrice it will buy.

WAIJ, STREET WITH A PlOrS PACH 

Roger W. B abson, statiaticiar) -m-chief of 
Wall Street, in ft letter dated Janaary 27, 1920, 
and given limited circulation, says concerning 
the churches: 

"The value oi our imr«Btnienta depends not on the 
strength oi our bauks, but rather upon the etrength of 
our churches. The underpaid preachers of the nation 
ore the men upon whom we tetiiy are depending rathex 
than the well-paid lawyers, bankere and brokera. The 
religion of the community is really the bulwark of our 
inVeatmentB. And when we cofleider that only 15% of 
the people hold sceurities of any idnd and leas than 3^ 
hold enough to pay an income taz, the impoTtaoce of Ute . 
chtLr<!hea beoomes even more evideiLt. 

"For our own sakes, for our children*8 flakea, for the 
nation's Bake, let us buainees men ^et behind th* 
churehea and their preachers 1 Never mind if they are 
not perfect, never mind if their theolo^ ia out of date. 
ThJa only meane that were they efficient they would do 
very much more. Tke safety cf all vie have is due to tht 
churckes, 6ven in ikeir present tnefficUnt and inaciivB 
stat6. Bif all that we hold dear, Ut ta frcm tJiis vt-ry 
day give more Urns, money and thought to the churches 
of our dty, for upon theBa iht value of all we own 
uUimateli/ diptn^r .. 
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Again the money-changers are operating in 
the house of the Lord, and again seem appropri- 
ate the words of the Master: "It is written, My 
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house 13 the honse of prayer; trat ye have made 
it a den of thieves."— Luke 19 : 45, 46. 

Of course "big business" will raise the re* 
quired money because it thinks this necessary. 
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Do the people wish to trust their spiritnal inter- 
ests "with a class of men "whose god is goldl 

Occasionally yet very rarely you ■will find 
some denominational minister who sees the sub- 
tlety of this movement and who has the courage 
to speak out. Dr. A. T. Peterson, an Illinois 
Baptist preacher, saya: "It is a super-leagae 
of nations". 

Dr. Conant, an evangelist, in a pnhlished dis- 
course involving the Interchnrch World Move- 
ment, says: 

"Mergers are the order oi the day in every line of 
human aetivitj, and the latest and most menacing is the 
Interchureh World Movement, Bj this movement the 
whole Christian Churcli is being unconsciously merged 
into a great union ehurah whjeh will be headed by 
liberals [infidels, higher critics, evolutionists, opposers 
of the interests oi both God and man]. 

"This movement is shot through and through with 
fundamental error. Our Lord tella us tliat the misBion 
of the cliurch is to preach the gospel to every creature

'establish a civilization, Chriatian in spirit and in pas- 
flioDj throughout the world'. Those two conceptions will 
not mis any more than oil and water will. 

"And by their social service program they are aeaking 
to capture the Jtmetions of the state, and are thus unit- 
ing church and state." 

GOSPEL AS A WITNESS 

Jesus further stated as an evidence of the end 
of the world : "This gospel of the Mng-dom shall 
be preached in all the world for a witness onto 
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all nations; and then shall the end come''.^ 
Matthe-w24:14. 

If the leaders of the Interchureh "World 
Movement claim that their purpose is the con- 
•fc version of the "world to Christianity, then we say 

to them that they are too late. They are not 
doing it the Lord's way. In the first place, they 
' are not preaching the gospel of the kingdom.

These demons, restrained in the atmosphere 
abont the earth, have had power to commniu- 
cate with the living ones of the human race 
through the instrumentahty of mediums. These *n^ 

matters are fully discussed in my book, "Talking > 

iWith the Dead", and I do not here go into detail. 
I merely call attention to the fact that the clear 
inference to be drawn from the above texts is ^ 

that when the end of the world is reached the . - *" 

demons would have greater power and would 
exercise that power over men. The Czar of 
Russia was constantly in commmiieation with 
tlie demons through a medirau whom he kept 
in the royal palace. Emperor William of Ger- 
many claimed to have an "inner ear" and averred 
that he heard ^'voices" from beyond and was 
guided largely by these. The course of the de- 
mons is that of wickedness, and without a doubt 
the great world war which started in 1914 was 
chiefly induced by the influence of these demors. 

The Scriptures tell 118 of a great whirlwind 
that will be raised up from the coasts of the 
earth. ( See Jeremiah 23 : 19 ; 25 : 32, 33 ; 30 : 23, ^ 

24) A whirlwind is a symbol of a great war. 
The great war created an interest in spiritism 
such as the world has never kno-ftTi; and some p, 

of the leading minds of the world have become {^ 

devotees of it and are proclaiming the eprrit- 
iialistic doctrine to the confusion of mankitid. 
These demons are otherwise described in the 
Scriptures as the "four winds"; and Jesus, 
BpeaHng through the Bevelator, said: *T saw 
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four angels standing on the four comers of the 
earth, holding the fonr -winds of the earth, that 
the wind should not blow on the earth, nor (yo. 
the sea, aor on any tree, . ■, . till we have sealed 
the serrants of our God". (Revelation 7:1-3) 
•3? These winds, or powers of the air, are not pow- 

ers of natural air, but are the powers referred 
to by St Paul when he speaks of "the prince of 
g. the power of the air". (Ephesians 2:2) These 

^ demons are exercising power over the minds of 

the people, causing distress, discontent, rest- 
lessness, hatred, ill-will, malice, strife, and ell 
kinds of controversy and trouble. 

All of the elements, as the Lord foretold 
through the Apostle Peter, are thus melting 
away amidst fervent teat — 2 Peter 3 : 10. ■* 

REMEDIES— HUMiN 

"What remedies do men offer to bring order 
out of chaos and establish peace and prosperity 
amongst the people ? The financiers desperately 
struggle to hold the present financial systems in 
order; but they have no remedy and know of 
.» none to bring about a better condition. ' 

te I After eentnries of effort, political parties 

*"" have proved their inadeqnaey to meet the pres- 

ent conditions and to solve the distressing prob- 
/ lems, Economists and statesmen, studying the 

^^ question diligently, find that they are able to do 

N- nothing. And this applies to aU political parties 

and organ legations, for the reason that all are 
composed of selfish, imperfect men; and there- 
fore cannot bring about an ideal condition. 
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LEIAGUB OF NATIONS 

With the cessation of hostilities, statesmen 
representing the leading nations involved met 
in conference and (giving them credit for the 
desire to establish peace and prosperity) the 
result of their deliberations was a covenant 
known as the League of Nations, This is offered 
as a remedy for present evils. Will it sneceedf 
A league formed amongst all the nations of 
earth and based npon the principles of justice €^ 

and righteousness, and in whieh all the eon- 
tracting parties would honestly carry ont the 
pnrpose expressed, would doubtless result in 
great good. But where selfishness is the chief 
motive and controls the action of any or all, an 
idea! condition could not be attained. God in his 
wisdom foreknew and foretold the formation of 
the League of Nations ; and he likewise foretold 
that it must fail. — ^Isaiah 8 : 9, 10. 

The inducing canse for the formation of the 
League is admittedly fear. Faith in God and 
his promises is entirely ignored. Because of 
these facts the League will never accomplish the 
expressed desire. It is not God's way. He has ^ 

plainly said; *T!ly thoughts are not your *^ 

thoughts, neither are your ways my ways^ saith 
the Lord. For as the heavens are higher than 
the earth, so are my ways higher than your < 

ways, and my thoughts than your thoughts." f. 

(Isaiah 55:8,9) Jehovah's great plan was en- 
tirely ignored in the formation of this League 
of Nations. The prophet truly wrote : "Blessed 
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is the nation ■whose God is the Lord*'. (Psalm 
33:12) But a nation that ignores the divine 
plan, or any league of nations formed which 
ignores the samG, need not expect a desirable 
V, result. The Lord's prophet clearly had in mind 

the formation of the League of Nations, and 
also the league of eccleaiastical systems^ when 
he ■\\Tote ; "Associate yourselves, ye peoplsj 
1^ and ye shall be broken in pieces; and give ear, 

all ye of far countries ; gird yourselves, and ye 
shall he broken in pieces; gird yourselves, and 
ye shall be broken in pieces. Take counsel to- 
gether, and it shall come to nought; speak the 
wordj and it shall not stand/' — Isaiali 8:9, 10. 

ECCLESIASTICAL REMEDY 

EeelesJasticism relates to organized cbnreh 
systems, and particularly to the clergymen or 
priestly class operating and controlling the 
same. For a long time the Roman Catholic was 
practically the only creed extant. In the six- 
teenth century there was a great reformation 
movement and Protestant eeclesiasticism result- 
ed. The ecclesiastics, therefore, come forward 
withaproposedremedyf or distressed humanity; 
and since they do so, we are justified in a candid 
examination of their proposed remedy to see 
whether or not it is adequate. The ecclesiastical 
systems both Catholic and Protestant claim that 
their mission is to convert the world, thereby 
bringing the people into the churches. Let us 
suppose they could aceoroplish this expressed 
purpose and that the wLole human race was 
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, brought into one or the other of the churclio^g. 

I What, then, is the hope that they hold out to the 

people! 

l The Catholic creed or teaching is that the 

I destiny of man is fixed at death and that thnse 

^ who are good and faithful Cathohcs at death 

I ■ pass on to heaven, a condition of endless bliss, 

i: All other Catholics who have not been faithful 

^ in every particular go to purgatory, there to 

■ remain for an indefinite period of time, during, 
J which time they are supposed to be cleansed and 
E purified and made readyfortheheavenlyrealm; 
; that all the others, the heretics, the apostate, 
I * etc., must spend their future in hell fire, eon- 
I Bciously suffering forever. 

I The Protestant teaching generally is that the 

i destiny of every man is eternally fixed at death, 

I the faithful church member passing at death 

E into glory, & condition of bliss in heaven ; and 

I all others spending their eternity in conscioua 

i torture, eternal in duration. 

I It will be noticed, therefore, that if there be 

I any real diifference between these two remedies, 

I the Protestant remedy is the worse of the two, 
I . because it offers no middle ground. It is plainly 
I - to be seen by any one that neither the Catholic 

[ nor the Protestant creed offers any remedy 

r whatsoever for the present disorder that would 

■ lead to peace, prosperity, liberty and happiness 
^ and life everlasting on the earth. It follows, 
I then, that if they should succeed in converting 
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most or all of the people to their theories it 
would be no solution of tbe present problems. 

The great difficTilty with the Bystems ecdeai- 
astieal is that they i^ore entirely the divine 
remedy. They ignore the cammiEsiaii g^veii to 
the Christian and build their hopes upon man" 
made theories, creeds and inKtitations. Tbay 
ignore completely the commisBion tfivineiy giv«n 
to every one who has consecrated TiiTTiRf-lf to do 
the Lord's wilL It will be admitted by both 
Catholics and Froteetants that only a small por- 
tion of the esirth's population have even pre- 
tended to embrace the teachings of fheir re^peo- 
tive systems, and tbe most Eangnine amongst 
them will never claim that they hope to convert 
everybody to their way of thinking and bring 
them into the chnreh organization. The facts 
are that in modem times they have ignored the 
doctrines and do not ask the people to believe 
these but to umte in action; and the chief action 
is the solicitation and collection of money. Seiz- 
ing the war spirit, the spirit of the world, these 
ecclesiastical systems now are engaged in rais- 
ing millions of dollars, saying to the people: 
**If only We had the money w« could convert the 
world'^ Is it not apparent to all that this is a 
reflection on the Lord, that he needs money to 
carry out his purposes ; and is he pleas^ed to use 
the un<!onsGcrated funds of the worldrn^ to do 
his work! Is it necessary to soHcit in the name 
of the Lord money from men who have no in- 
terest in the Lord's arnmg<ement but who yield 
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to the importmiities of the clergy and pay the 
money in order that they Kiay have a social or 
political standing amongst a certain class of 
people? Could it he said that the Lord must 
resort to such methods in order to carry out Ms 
arrangementt Every reasonable man must say, 
Surely not. And again we are reminded of the 
Lord's words through the prophet, directing 
them at those who are advancing these worldly ^ 

theories: "My thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my ways, saith the Lord. 
For as the heavens are higher than the earth, 
so are my ways higher than your ways, and my 
thoughts than your thoughts." — Isaiah 55 : 8, 9. 
The wise man, then, is he who seeks to know 
what is the divine remedy and, finding this, ■ 
seeks to conform himself to it; for nothing 
else short of divine power can bring order out 
of the present chaotic condition and bring to 
man that which he desires. Let us keep in mind 
that it has ever been the desire of man to enjoy 
life, liberty and happiness. This was so upper- 
most in the minds of the forefathers in laying 
the foTmdation for the American government JS 

that they placed this statement in the funda- 
mental law of the land. The people, therefore, 
are wasting their money, wasting their time and 
energy to pursue a will-o'-the-wisp, a man-raade J^ 

theory, in utter disregard of the divine remedy; 
and, of course, if the people are ignorant of this 
remedy which the Lord has provided, they can- 
not pursue it The great masses are ignorant 
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and their ignorance is due to the fact that the 
ecclesiastics have been nnfaithful to their com- 
mission, have failed to teach the Scriptures, but 
on the contrary have taught man-made theories; 
and for this reason God, foreknowing that it 
woTild be thus, recorded: "Behold, the days 
come, saitb the Lord God, that I will send a 
famine in the land, not a famine of bread, nor a 
thirst for water, but of hearing the words of the 
Lofd."—hma& H'.ll. 

After many centnries of di^ne favor the 
clergy of the church nominal as a class has 
proven nnfaithfxU to the divinely given eommis- 
sionr After sis thousand years of laborious 
effort to establish an ideal government in the 
earth, the nations are now face to face with a 
condition of chaos, and mankind is groping 
blindly about. Tbe people who love righteous- 
ness and truth have been withotit aid, advice and 
comfort from those from whom they might ex- 
pect it and who claim to be the messengers of 
the Lord. These so-called spiritual advisers 
have torn off the mask and now boldly declare 
that they ignore the doctrines and unite in 
action for money and power. 

With the great doctrines of Christianity 
ignored, upon what will the hungry souls feedT 
— those souls that hunger and thirst for right- 
eouBuess, from whence will they gather their 
satisfying portion 1 (Psalm 107; 1-7) Is it not 
time for all Buch to seek the divine remedy?

Let those who mourn be comforted by 
the great and beneficent arrangement disclosed 
by his Word. 

EEUBDI— DIVINE 

The Holy Scriptures contain the expression of 
the "will of God concerning man. The Bible is the 
only true source of knowledge upon which man 
can base a hope for the future. The Apostle 
Paul with prophetic vision, looking on down to 
the time of the blessings that shall come to the 
human race, wrote to the followers of Jesus: 
•^'Eye hath not seen^ nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the things which 
Ood hath prepared for them that love him. But 
Crod hath revealed them unto us toy his spirit: 
for the spirit seareheth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God."-^l Corinthians 2 : 9, 10. 

It was the great Master who said: "Sanctify 
them through thy truth: thy word is truth". 
(John 17:17) Nothing, then, but an under- 
standing and appreciation of the "Word of Q-od 
can lead man into the right ■way and unfold to 
him visions of the blee&ings that are to come; 
and the understanding of the divine arrange- ^ 

ment brings comfort and joy to the heart. ^ 

The inspired witness wrote: "Known unto 
God are all his works from the beginning of the jt 

livorld". (Acts 15rl8) Prom the very creation Z 

of man to the full consummation of his plan 
Jehovah knew everything and his great program 
has been .working out m a progcessive and 
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orderly manner. In order, therefore, for us to 
appreciate the divine remedy we must first as- 
certain the real cause of the present condition 
of strife, turmoil, trouble, wars, reTolntion, etc., 
in the earth. 

THE CAUSB 

The first man \Fas created perfect and giyen 
a perfect home in Eden, endowed with life as a 
human being, with happiness, with peace, and 
with all the blessings incident to a perfect life 
and a perfect home. He was endowed with the 
power and authority to prodnce perfect children 
and to fill the earth with a perfect race of people. 
His enjoyment of those blessings eternally de- 
pended upon his obedience to the divine law; 
and his disobedience of that law he was in- 
formed would lead to the forfeiture of hjs right 
to life as a human being, as well as his right to 
happiness and peace. Man violated the law. 
{ This aeconnt is briefly set forth in the third 

chapter of Genesis. Man was sentenced to 
death, driven out from his perfect home, and the 
judgment esecnted by causing him to subsist 
upon the poisonous elements of the unfinished 
earth. As long as he existed he was caused to 
eat his bread in sorrow. In aU these centnries he 
^ has been under the bondage of the evil effects 

of sin, waiting and hoping for liberation. 

It must be observed that Adam did not lose a 
home in heaven. He was not offered a home in 
heaven; but what he did possess was a home on 
■ftftTth,. with human life in perfection, as a manj 
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and his violation of the law forfeited tlieesi 

I Therefore, if man is ever restored to his original 

I favots and blessing it must be to that M'hich he 

r first enjoyed — perfection of life as a human 

\ being-, a perfect home, and peace and happiness 

^ on earth. 

f The diaohedience of Adam entailed npon all 

[ of his offspring sorrov, siekneas, suffering and 

[ death. The perfect pair did not bear children 

I- while in Eden* but they exercised this function 

! after the condemnation and after man was 

earning his bread in the unfinished earth. 

\ He was gradually undergoing the sentence of 

death. He was imperfect, and it follows as a

I BEDEMFTION PEOMISBD 

j Jehovah had in mind from the beginning 

■ the redemption of mankind from this condition 

I of suffering and death, and their restoration to 

[ that which was lost. Abraham, who lived in the 

t land of the Chaldees, trosted is Jehovah; and 
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God called tinto iifm and made him a promise, 
saying: "I will bless thee, and make thy name 
great; and thou shalt be a blessing: . . . and in 
thee shall all families of the earth tie blessed". 
(Genesis 12: 2, 3) At the time this promise was 
made Abraham had no children. He was sev- 
enty-five years of age, his wife had passed the 
age of child-bearing; yet he had faith in God, ' 
and when Abraham was a hundred years old his 
son Isaac was born. "When Isaac grew to man- 
hood's estate God put Abraham to a test of 
faithfulness to birn and directed Abraham to 
take his son Isaac into a mountain and offer him 
up as a sacrifice. It grieved Abraham's heart 
much to do this; but having faith in God he 
obeyed. Journeying to the mountain, he built 
an altar, bound Isaac to it, and the knife in his 
hand was about to strike death to his son when 
the Lord called unto him out of heaven, saying: 
"Tjay not thine hand upon the lad, neither do 
thou any thing unto him: for now I know that 
thon fearest God, seeing thou hast not withheld 
thy son, thine only son, from me". (Genesis 
22 : 12) Thereupon God renewed his promise to 
Abraham and bound it with his oath, saying: 
"By myself have I sworn, saith the Lord, for 
because thou hast done this thing, and hast not 
withheld thy son, thine only son : that in blessing 
I will bless thee, and in multiplying I will multi- 
ply thy seed as the stars of the heaven, and as 
the sand which is upon the sea shore; and thy 
seed shall possess the gate of Ms enemies; an4

in ihy seed shall all the nations of the earth be ■ • 

blessed; because thou hast obeyed my voice". 
-^Genesis 22: 16 -18. 

This promise to Abraham has not yet been 
fulfilled. It must be fulfilled^ because God is not Jf^ 

slack in any of Ids promises. He clianges not. ^ 

(Malaclii 3:6) Clearly^ the blessing here in- 
tended is life, liberty and happiness— a restora- 
tion to the very things Adam had forfeited by r^ 
reason of his disobedience. All the prophets ■»■' 
who thereafter wrote foretold the coming of 
such times of restoration and blessing. 

The judgment of condemnation against Adam . 
could never be reversed because that wonld be 
equivalent to God denying himself; therefore 
the judgment must be enforced. But it "would , 
be entirely consistent with the divine arrange- 
ment for provision to be made for satisfaction 
of the judgment, thus maintaining the dignity 
and majesty of the divine law. Hence God made 
promise through the prophet Hosea, saying: "I 
Avill ransom them from the power of the grave.; 
I yviW redeem, them from death ; death, I will 
be thy plagues ; O grave, I will be thy destnie- jf^.i, 

tion".--HoEea 13:14. 

This provision for the satisfaction of justice 
and release of mankind from condemnation 
must come through the voluntary sacrifice of jj 

another perfect human. The word ransom 
means exact corresponding price. A perfect 
man had sinned and forfeited life, liberty and 
happiness. This penalty was demanded by the 
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divine law. Hence God conld make provision 
and did make provision that if another perfect 
man could be found who ■wonld voluntarily per- 
mit iis life, liberty and happiness to be taken 
from him, all these rights conld be Bubstituted 
«- for those which Adam had forfeited and thereby 

lay the foundation or basis upon which Jehovah 
could restore Adam and his offspring to liberty, 
happiness and life. Of course, it follows that 
O ' none of Adam's offspring could meet these 

divine requirements, for the reason that all ate 
imperfect. Hence the Psalmist wrote : "None of 
them can by any means redeem his brother, nor 
give to God a ransom for him". (Psalm 49: 7) 
What, then, could be done for the redemption.

Jesus. He was bom '^Tioly, harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners" (Hebrews 7 : 26) ; he was 
without sin. (1 Petec 1:19) He was hom 
under the la'w covenant, which, covenant fixed the 
legal majority for priestly purposes at thirty 
years. Therefore when Jesus attained the years 
of maturity he was perfect physically, mentally, 
morally — perfect under the law, the exact coun- 
terpart of the perfect man Adam in Eden prior 
to his disobedience to the divine law. Why had 
Jehovah permitted his beloved Son to be trans- 
ferred from the spirit to the human plane f Why 
had he come to earth at alH Let Jesus himself 
answer: "The Son of man came not to he minis- 
tered unto, but to minister^ and to give his life a 
ransom for many". (Matthew 20:28) And 
again he said : "I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more abun- 
dantly**. (John 10: 10) Again, speaking in dark 
saying or symbolic phrase, he likens himself 
unto bread, which men eat and live, saying: "I 
am the living bread which came down from 
heaven: if any man eat of this bread, he shall 
live for ever; and the bread that I will give is 
mv flesh [humanity], which I will give for the 
life of the w^'-M".— John 6:51. 

THE KiNSOM PBTCB 

To ransom means to purchase, and the ransom 
price means the exact corresponding price. A 
perfect man had sinned and lost all. A perfect 
man now, by voluntarily going into death, would 
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provide the corresponding price for the redemp- 
tion of mankind. Jesus was not a sinner. He 
never committed a sin. Why, then, should he 
die! St. Paul answers: "Christ died for our 
sins according to the Scriptnres*'. (1 Corinth- 
ians 15: 3) St. John adds: "He is the propitia- 

;f tion [satisfaction] for our sdns : and not for oars 

only, but also for the sins of the whole world". 
— lJohn2:2. 

"God 80 loved the world, that he gave his only 
:^ begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 

shonld not perish, hut have everlasting life. For 
God aent not his Son into the world to condemn 
the world ; bnt that the world through him might 
be saved." (John 3:16,17) Jesus was put to 
death in the flesh, a man, and was raised from 
the dead a spirit being, divine in nature. (1 
Peter 3 : 18) He ascended on high as a divine 
being, having the right to a perfect human life, 
now to be given in the place of that which Adam 
had forfeited; and by this perfect human life 
and aU the rights incident tJiereto he had pror 
vided the ransom or purehase price for the re- 
demption and deliverance of all manldnd from 
death. As surely as God has made this provi- 

^ sion, so surely "Qien he will carry it into full 

force and effect. 

THE SEED 

It will be noticed that in the promise God 
made to Abraham he said : 'In thy seed shall all 
the families of the earth he blessed". (Genesis 
28: 14) The blessing^ here promised is life ever- 
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lasting. (Eomans 6:23) It follows, then, that 
before the blessing of life everlasting and the 
blessings incident thereto conld be extended to 
mankind through the seed, the seed itself must 
first be developed. The seed according to the 
promise was the mystery for ages and generar 
tions. It is yet a mysteiy to aU except those ^ 

who have given their hearts to the Lord and dil- 
igently sought to understand what constitutes 
the seed. The Apostle Paul under inspiration 
defined the seed : "Now to Abraham and his seed '^j 

were the promises made. He saith not, And to 
seedsj as of many ; but as of one, And to thy 
seed, which is Christ." (Galatians 3:16) The 
word Christ here means anointed one. The 
word Messiah means the same thing. The Christ 
consists of Jesus glorified, the head, and the 
members of his body, which constitutes the 
church. "For as many of you as have been bap- 
tized into Christ have put on Christ. And if 
ye he Christ's, then are ye Abraham's seed, and 
heirs according to the promise." (Qalatians 
3:27,29) "And he is the head of the body, the 
church ; who is the beginning, the firstborn from 
the dead ; that in all things he might have the 
preeminence." — Colossians 1 : 18. 

BBT^CWION OP BODY MEMBERS 

Clergymen as a class, particularly of modern 
times, seem to misconceive entirely the commis- 
sion of a Christian and the purpose that God 
has in developing that class. They have con- 
ceived the thought and ad ''anee it to the people 
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that everybody must join some denominaUonal 
system in order to be saved; whereas the Scrip- 
tures plainly teach that God's purpose and plan, 
during the time elapsing from the erueifixion 
of the Lord to the setting np of his kingdom, is 
to select from amongst men his church. The 
VSSrd church means called-out ciasa. It does not 
mean any denominational system. It means the 
true fol!o-\vers of the Master -who continue faith- 
ful unto death. The Apostle Paul speaks of the 
church when he refers to the "church of the 
firstborn, which are -written in heaven". 
(Hebrews 12: 23) He does not say, "Whose names 
are written on church hooks, or who have signed 
pledges to contribute so much money — not the 
names of those who are recorded by men, biit 
who are recorded by the Lord in the heavenly 
records, based upon their eonseetation and 
faithful service to him. The divine purpose is 
clearly set forth : "God at the first did visit the 
Gentiles, to take out of them a people for hia 
name. And to this agree the words of the 
prophets; as it is written. After this I will re- 
ttm, and will build again the tabemaele of 
David, which is fallen down; and I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I will set it up; 
that the residue of men might seek after the 
Lord, and all the Gentiles, upon whom my name 
is called, saith the Lord, who doeth all these 
things."— Acts 15: 14- 17. 

In the Scriptures a pure virgin is nsed to 
Bimbolize the bride of Christ, the true church j 
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I and an unchaste woman, or harlot, is used to 

I Bymbolize the false system ; and the Lord showed 

\ that these two would be in development side by 

t Bide and that the pare virgin class would be 

f persecuted by the nnchaste class. The Lord 

^ Jesns gave a parable, likening these two classes 

I imto wheat and tares, the true ehareh being des- 

[ ignated as wheat, whereas the others are desig- 

\ nated as tares. (Matthew 13 : 24 - 3&) He said : 

f "Let both grow together nntil the harvest: and 

I in the time of harvest I will say to the reapers^ 

Gather ye together first the tares, and bind them 
I in bundles to burn them: bat gather the wheat ■ 

c into my batn"^ The great apostate systems are 

,^ binding themselves together in bundles and the 

I Lord is gathering his true saints unto himself. 

f Defining this parable Jesns said: "The good 

[ seed are the children of the kingdom; but the 

s tares are the children of the wicked one; the 

enemy that sowed them is the devil ; the harvest 
I is the end of the world". (Matthew 13:38,39) 

} Further answering the qnestion as to what 

f would happen at the end of the world, he said 

F he would send forth his messengers with the 

i '^ **sound of a trumpet [proelaraation of the 

truth], and they shall gather together his elect 
[ from the fonr winds, from one end of heaven 

: [ecclesiastical systems] to the other". (Matthew 

■ 24:31) For the past forty years or more the 

true Christians have been gathering themselves 
together without regard to creed or denomina- 
tion, white the denominational syatemB are bind- 
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ing themselves into great compacts or leagnes, 
and making much fuss about converting the 
■wodd. 

A CHRISTIAN'S AMBULATION 

It has become a popular matter to become a 
member of somg church system or to join the 
Interchurch World Moirementj and the man or 
woman who contributes the greatest amount of 
money is the one who receives the greatest 
honor. 

On the contrary, it has never been popular to 

be a true Christian, a true follower of Jesus; 

\ and this is due to the fact that the divine pro- 

r gram is : '^We must through much tribulation 

, enter into the kingdom of God". (Acts 14:22) 

f Jesus said : "If any man will come after me, let 

^ him deny himself, and take up his cross, and 

V follow me". (Matthew 16 : 24) Jesus consecrated 

f himself fully to do the Father's will. His foot- 

\ step followers must do likewise. Jesus suffered 

• indignities and persecution at the hands of the 

I religionists of his time. Eis followers must 

i have a similar experience. "For even hereunto 

were ye called: because Christ also suffered for 

<1^> us, leaving as an example, that ye should follow 

%ir. his steps.^' (1 Peter 2:21) Jesus said: "The 

disciple is not above his master, nor the servant 

L^ above his lord. It is enough for the disciple to 

^L be as his master, and the servant as his lord. If

[ householdr (Matthew 10 : 24, 25) Again be ^aid

chosen yon out of the world, therefore the world 
hateth yon. Bemember the word that 1 said ^-.*

If they have persecuted me, they wiU also 
persecute yon ; if they have kept nay saying, they 
will keep yonrs also.'' (John 15: 18 -20) Suffer- ^ 

ing ignominy and persecution at the hands of 
the nominal religionists and the forces that they 
can bring to hear, is the course clearly marked 
ont for the tme foDower of Christ Jesus. "The 
Spirit itself heareth witness with our spirit, that 
we are the children of God ; and if children, then 
heirs ; heirs of Ood, and joint-heirs with Christ ; 
if so be that we suffer with him, that we may be 
also glorified together." (Eomans 8: 16,17) "It 
i« a faithful saying: For if we he dead witli him, 
we shall also live with him: If we suffer, we 
shall also reign with him." — 2 Timothy 2 : 11, 12. 
The divine arrangement makes it a condition 
precedent to entering into glory that the true 
Christian shonld be perfected through suffering. *-^

be put throiagh a period of trying eirenmstances 
and sufferings in order that they might be 
afforded the opportunity of proTing their faith- 
ful, loyal devotion to him. "For it became him, 
for whom are all things, afi.d by "whoni are all 
things, in bringing many sons unto glory, to 
make the captain of their salvation perfect 
through sufferings. For both he that sanetilieth 
and they who are sanctified are all of one: for 
which cause he is not ashamed to call them 
brethren."— Hebrews 2: 10, 11. 

True to the divine arrangement, the ehnreh 
has been put through a course of suffering. The 
head and the body members have been unjustly 
accused of crime time and again. St. Paul tells 
us, as likewise does the Master, that Satan is the 
god of this -WftTld. (2 Corinthians 4:4) Again 
we read that the whole world lieth in the wicked 
one. (lJohn5:19) The governments of earth, 
therefore, have been under the dominion of 
Satan, and the seed of Satan is and has been the 
instrumentality he has used for the purpose of 
perserutiou. In the days of the Master the 
scribes, Pharisees, and doctors of the law, who 
claimed to sit in Moses* seat and represent Jeho- 
vah, were the ones who led the persecution 
against the Master. Jesus plainly told these 
that they were a part of the seed of the serpent^ 
the de'dl. It would be most reasonable, there- 
fore, to expect that Satan would inject into the 
minds of his instruments the thought of eharg- 
ix>i? the followeTS of J^»ua with the cdm« of 
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sedition against his (Satan's) empire. The nom- 
inal religionists of his day charged Jesus with 
the crime of sedition and caused him to be exe- 
cuted on that charge. St. Stephen, the first 
martyr to the cause of true Christianity folloTV- ^ 

ing the Master, was stoned to death after being 
unjustly coTivieted npon perjured testimony on 
the charge of sedition, St. Paul, becanse of ^ 

his faithfulness to the Lord, was confined in 
prison for four years nnder a similar charge and 
was otherwise ill-treated. St. John the Eevela- 
tor, under a similar charge, was banished to the 
isle of Patmos and required to don a prisoner's 
garb and beat rock. The history of the world 
shows that the true followers of Jesus have met 
with opposition and persecution upon all hands 
and at all times. 

As an illustration of this fact: the church 
nominal of England became a part of the polit- 
ical power and those who refused to conform to 
the state-church were persecuted. A short dis- 
tance from London stands a building erected to ^ 
the memory of men who were burned upon that ,^ 
spot because of their faithfulness to the truth 
and who refused to conform to man-made theo- 
ries of religion. John Bunyan, a humble fol- 
lower of Jesus, refused to be a conformist to H 
man-made theories and he was tried and con- 'I 
victed and placed in prison. A clergyman then 
was delegated to wait upon him and tell Bunyan 
words to this effect: You are going to be kept 
in prison for three months. If at the end of 
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that time yoTi recant and conform yourself to 
the ehureh-state yon will be released ; otherwise 
yon will be put to death. And Bunyan calmly 
replied: "You might as well put me to death 
now; I will never conform". He was kept in 
prison for twelve years and while there wrote 
Bnnyan's Pilgrim's Progress, which has been 
a great comfort and help to Christians who have 
trod the narrow way from then until now. 

Speaking of the evidences concerning the end 
of the world, Jesus furthermore said: "Then 
shall they deliver you [meaning his followers] 
np to be afQicted, and shall kill you : and ye shall 
be hated of all nations for my name's sake". — 
Matthew 24:9. 

It is often true that advantage is taken of con- 
ditions of war and strife to vent some ill-feeling 
upon others. When the great world war began, 
in Germany certain Christians, known as Bible 
Students, who asked to be exempted from com- 
batant military service because of their devo- 
tion and faithfulness to the Lord and because 
of his command to them that they should iiot 
kill, were ill-treated, placed in the front ranks 
of battle, and were amongst the first to fall. In 
Austria, the very stronghold of one of the great 
ecclesiastical systems, a number of these same 
Bible Students were killed and others impris- 
oned during the period of the war. In Canada 
many were haled into court and summarily 
tried without being given an opportunity to 
Differ a defense, and were fined or imprisoned, 



^ tiie charge being that they had in their posses- 



sion Bibles with certain comments, hymn books 
which they had used for years in the worship of 
^ God, and other hterature in haTmony with the 

i Scriptnres. To the astonishment of many peo- 

'■. pie in the United States there was a wide perse- «jf 

f cation of conscientious followers of the Master 

i in this land. No Christian permits himself to 

i become embittered becanse of this nnjnst treat- 

\ ment, but he recognizes it as a fulfillment of the ^ 

* divine prophecy and one of the evidences given 

E by the Lord to those who yield submissively to 

; the divine arrangement, to assure them that 

they belong to him. The inspired Apostle wrote : 
I "Beloved, think it not strange concerning the

[ strange thing happened Tinto you: but rejoice, 

inasmuch as ye are partakers of Christ's suf- 
i fering; that, when his glory shall be revealed,

for the manifestation of the sons of Cfod", — 
Romans 8 : 19, 22. ... 

KINGDOM COMING IN 

The wars, famine^ pestilence, distress of na- 
tions, etc., upon the earth are but the forerun- 
ners of the establishment of the Messianic king- 
dom. The Lord through his prophet said ; "I 
■will shake all nations, and the desire of all na- 
tions shall come". (Haggai 2:7) And while 
this great shaking is in progress and monarchs 
are losing their crowns, aristocratic and auto- 
cratic thrones are tumbling to the earth, the 
words of the prophet ring out clearly in the ears 
of the followers of Jesus: "And in the days of 
these kings shall the God of heaven set up a 
kingdom, which shall never be destroyed: and 
the kingdom shall not be left to other people, 
but it shall break in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall Btand for ever". — Daniel 
2:41 

Elijah was a type of the followers of Christ 
Jesus; and the Lord used him to picture the 
events transpiring in the end of the world, as 
we have heretofore mentioned. (See pages 19-22) 
In fulfillment of the antitype, the Elijah class 
knew that the war was coming and one of them, 
the Lord's faithfnl servant, Pastor Bussell, for 
forty yeais pointed out ftaa the prophecies that 
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it would come in 1914. The Lord is not in the 
war, meaning that the Lord's kingdom is not 
yet in full sway. Then foUows the earthquake, 
symbolic of revolution, which has already swept 
some of the countries. Then ehall foUow the 
anarchy — destructive troubles. Anarchy means 
a disregard of all law^ certain classes assuming 
to exercise power and authority where it is not 
granted, causing indescribable suffering and 
Borrow. In this the Lord is not, but it is another 
means of clearing away the ground preparatory 
to establiahing the kingdom. Then Elijah heard 
the still small voice. This stiU small voice is 
a me&sage from the Lord- The voice is used to 
symbolize a message or messenger. The Lord 
has long ago put the message in his Word the 
Bible for the benefit of those who should live 
in this hour of stress. The multitudes of earth 
are clamoring everywhere. They are confused; 
they are distressed. They are in sorrow, in 
tears of bitterness. They are almost at their 
■wits' end. But if they could be heard to express 
their hearts' sincere desire now, without a doubt 
there would come up from every quarter of the 
earth this request : Give us a government of 
righteousness with a wise ruler who will admin- 
ister the laws in behalf of all ; give us peace and 
not war; give us plenty and not profiteers ; give 
tls liberty and not license; give us life and not 
suffering and death. Back from the past comes 
the sweet small voice of the Lord saying that 
this request shall be fiilfiUed: "For unto as a 
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child is bom, onto us a son is given: and the 
goTernment shall be npon his shoulder : and his 
name shall be called AVonderful^ Counseller, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, The Prinee 
of Peace, Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, npon the throne 
of David, and upon his kingdom, to order it, 
and to establish it with Judgment and with 
jnstice from henceforth even for ever. The zeal 
of the Lord of hosts will perform this." — ^Isaiah 
9:6,7. 

THE JirBILBffl 

An understanding of the jubilee system which 
Jehovah inaugurated with Israel throws a great 
light upon the immediate future events. The 
Scriptures clearly show that Israel, while God 
dealt with them for more than eighteen centu- 
ries, was a typical people. Their iaw was typi- 
cal, foreshadowing greater and better things to 
come. The Lord commanded Moses to institute 
the Sabbath system the year that Israel entered 
the land of Canaan, which was 1575 years before 
A. D. 1 (Leviticus 25:1-12), and that every 
fiftieth year shonld be unto them a year of 
jubilee. This was done on the tenth day of the 
seventh month, the day of atonemont. *^And ye 
shall hallow the fiftieth year and proclaim free- 
dom thronghont the land nnto all the inhabitants 
thereof; it shall be a jubilee unto you and ye 
shall return every man unto his possessions and 
ye shall return every man unto his family." 
Other Scriptares show that there were to be 
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Seventy jubilees kept. (Jeremiah 25 : 11 ; 2 
Chronicles 36: 17 -21) A simple calculation of 
these jubilees brings us to this important fact: 
Seventy jubilees of fifty years each would be a 
total of 3500 years, That period of time begin- 
ning 1575 before A. C 1 of necessity would end 4' 
in the fall of the year 1925, at which time the 
type ends and the great antitype must begin, 
."What, then, shonld we expect to tate placet In ^ 
the type there must be a full restoration ; there- •^ 
fore the great antitype must mark the begin- 
ning of restoration of all things. The chief 
thing to be restored is the human race to life; 
and since other Scriptures defimtely fix the fact 
that there will be a lesnrreetion of Abraham, 
Isaac, Jacob and other faithful ones of old, and 
that these will have the first tayor, we may ex- 
pect 1925 to witness the return of these faithful 
men of Israel from the condition of deaths being 
resurrected and fully restored to perfect hu- 
manity and made the visible, legal representa- 
tives of the new order of things on earth. 

Messiah's kingdom onee established, Jesus 
and his glorified church constituting the great J^J" 

Messiah, shall minister the blessings to the ^ - 

people they have so long desired and hoped for 
and prayed might eome. And when that time ^ 

comes, there will be peace and not war, as the Tl 

prophet beautifully states: **In the last days it 
ahall come to pass, that the mountain of the 
house of the Lord shall be established in the top 
of the mountains, and it shall be exalted above 
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the Mils; and people shall flow unto it. And 
many nations sliall come, and say, Come, and 
let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, and to 
the house of the God of Jg^col*; and he T^ill teach 
us of his ways, and we mil Walk in his paths ; 
for the law shall go forth of Zion, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem. And he shall judge 
among many people, and rebuke strong nations 
afar off ; and they shall beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears into prtinlnghooks ; 
nation shall not life up a sword against nation, 
neither shall they learn war any more. But they 
shall sit every man under his vine and under his 
fig tree; and none shall make them afraid; for 
the mouth of the Lord of hosts hath spoken it." 
— Micah 4 : 1 - 4< 

EARTHLY RDIoBRS 

As we have heretofore stated, flie great jubi- 
lee cycle is due to begin in 1925. At that time 
the earthly phase of the kingdom shall be recog- 
nized. The Apostle Paul in the eleventh chapter 
of Hebrews names a long list of faithful men 
who died before the crucifixion of the Lord and 
before the beginning of the selection of the 
church. These can never be a part of the heav- 
enly class ; they had no heavenly hopes ; but God 
has in store something good for them. They are 
to be resurrected as perfect men and constitute 
the princes or rulers in the earth, according to 
his promise. (Psalm 45 : 16 ; Isaiah 32 : 1 ; Matt- 
hew 8:11) Therefore we may confidently ex- 
pect that 1925 wiU mark the return of Abraham, 
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Isaac, Jacob and the faithful prophets of old, 
particularly those named by the Apostle in 
Hebrews chapter eleven, to the condition ofi

Every part of the divine arrangement must be 
fnlfilled; not one jot or tittle shall pass away 
■nnfulfilled. Every portion of the divine prom- 
ise, therefore, is important. Answering the 
question as to the eondttions prevailing at the 
end of the world,, Jesns qnoted the above pro- 
phetic statement from the Book of Daniel, or 
■used words similar, saying: "Then shall be 
great tribulation, such as was not since the be- 
ginning of the -world to this time, no, nor ever 
shall be. And except those days should be 
shortened, there should no flesh be saved: but 
for the elect's sake those days shall be short- 
ened." (Matthew 24 : 21, 22) Thus he shows that 
the distress upon the earth wiU end vnth a time 
of tribulation such as the world has never known 
and that this will be the last. There will never 
be another. Then he adds that for the sake of 
the elect those days shall be shortened; and 
mnch flesh shall he saved. 

"We ask, "Why would the Lord carry through 
this time of trouble a large number of people, 
sparing them from death in the time of trouble, 
miless he intended to minister imto them some 
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particular blessmg? And since God has promised 
a blessing of restitution to that which Adam 
lost, aad since these promises point to a begin- 
ning of fulfillment immediately following this 
trouble, and since the promise dearly is that the 
jc» elect, constituting the seed of Abraham, accord- 

ing to the promise, shall be the instruments 
through which the blessings shall flow, then thie 
statement of Jesus clearly and eonclusively 
" proves that many peoples living on earth at the 

end of the trouble will be the first ones to be 
offered the blessings of restoration, which bless- 
ings will be offered through the elect, the Mes- 
siah. It follows as a matter of course that those 
accepting the offer as made and rendering them- 
selves in obedience to it shall be restored to that 
which "was lost in Adam, viz., life, liberty and 
happiness. 

The prophet of God offers other testimony in 

corroboration of this: "And it shall come to 

pass, that in all the land, salth the Lord, two 

parts therein shall be cut off and die ; but the 

third shall be left therein. And I will bring th© 

••^ third part through the fire, and will refine thera 

i W as silver is refined, and will try them as gold is 

tried : they shall call on my name, and I will hear 

them: I will say, It is my people : and they shall 

tfc ^^y> '^^^ ^ord is my God" {Zechariah 13: 8, 9) 

Here, then, is a clear statement to the effect that 

one part God will spare in this time of trouble 

and that these shall ultimately be his people and 

I he will be their Glod.

} heaven, and the others of the world do not in- 

■ herit it. To the eh-nrch Jesus said : "Fear not, 

■ little flock ; for it is your Father's good pleasure 
f to give you the kingdom". (Luke 12: 32) Jesus 
I died not only for those who will constitute the 
' members of the church, but for all. St. John 
\: plainly stated t "He is the propitiation [satis- 

■ faction] for our sins : and not for ours only, but (^ 
also for the sins of the whole world'*. — 1 John 

; . 2:2. 

I The Apostle Paul, discussing the great Re- 

deemer and hJB office, said ; **We see Jesus, who 
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was made a little lower than the angels for the 
suffering of death, crowned with glory and 
honor; that he hy the grace of God should taste 
death for every man. For it became him, for 
whom are all things, and by whom are all things, 
in bringing many sons unto glory, to make the 
captain of their salvation perfect through suf- 
ferings." (Hebrews 2: 9, 10) Thus we see that 
Jesus died for every man, not only for a few. 
Again says the Apostle : "There is one God, and 
one mediator between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesns; who gave himself a ransom for 
all, to be testified in due time". (1 Timothy 2 : 5, 
6) By this Scripture it is clearly seen that in 
Qod'fi dne time every creatnre mast hear the 
testimony as to what Jesus has done for him 
and know of the plan of salvation. Again says 
the Apostle Paul: 'The gift of God is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our Lord". (Romans

and live. Knowledge being essentialj it precedes 
the reeeption of blessings from the Lord; and 
knowing this fact, it is easy to be seen why the 
adversary, the devil, and his agencies so dili- 
gently strivB to prevent the people from know- 
ing the truth.

And in 
God's due time fats words must have a fulfill- 
ment, and they cannot have a fulfillment imtil 
that due time. Je«UB plainly said : 'T'erily, ver- 
ily, I say unto yon, If a man keep my raying, 
he shall nerer aee death". (John 8:51) As 
above stated, no one could keep the saying of 
Jesus until he hears it, mitil he has a knowledge 
of God's arrangement. Throughout the Gospel 0Q 
age none but ChristianB have had this knowledge 
and all who have kept tbis eaying, and keep it 
faithfully until the end will reoeive life #verlaat-

t mind and live on the earth forever. We note tho 

j, words of the prophet: 

[ *TSe [Jehovah] keepeth back his tman's] aotil 

[ from the pit, and his life from perishing by the 

I sword. He [man] is chastened also with pain 

; , upon his bed, and the multitude of Ms bones 

with strong pain: so that his life abhorreth 

t bread, and his sonl dainty meat. His flesh is 

\ consmned away, that it cannot be seen; and his 

i bones that were uot seen stick ont.. Yea, his so-ul 
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draweth near anto the grave, and his life to the 
destroyers." 

Thus is giren a vivid description of the dying 
human race, individually and eoUectively. Then 
the prophet shows how the message of truth will 
be brought to him and he will learn of the great 
raiisora-saerifiee. Continuing, he says; "If 
there be a messenger [one who brings a mes- 
sage of glad tidings] with him [man], an inter- 
preter [one who expounds and makes it clear], 
one among a thousand [the Lord will provide 
here and there teachers for the benefit of oth- 
ers] , to show unto man his [the Lord's] upright- 
ness: then he [the Lord] is gracious unto him 
[man], and saith, DeliTer him from going down 
to the pit [grave ; and the man joyfully says :] 
I have fonnd a ransom. His flesh shall be fresher 
than a child's : he shall return to the days of his 
youth."— Job 33:18-25. 

When (?od expelled Adam from Eden he said : 
"And now, lest he [Adam] put forth his hand, 
and take also of the tree of life, and eat, and 
live for ever: therefore the Lord God sent him 
forth from the garden of Eden, . . . and he 
placed tit the east of the garden of Eden cheru- 
bims, and a flaming sword which turned every 
way, to keep tlie way of the tree of life". (Gene- 
sis 3 : 22 - 24) Thus the Word shows that had 
Adam remained in Eden, feeding upon the per- 
fect food it afforded, he would have eontinued to 
live. The judgment was executed against him 
by causing hJro to feed upon imperfect food. 
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Perfect food, therefore, seems a necessary ele- 
ment to sustain human life everlastingly. "When 
the kingdom of Messiah is inaugurated, the 
great Messiah will make provision for right 
food conditions. ■. 

Thos, when restoration begins, a man of sev- . iQ 

enty years of age will gradually he restored to 
a condition of physical health and mental bal- 
ance. The Lord wiU teach him how to eat, what ,■ 
to eat, and other habits of life ; and above all, the ^ 
truth, and how to think and how to fix his mind 
upon holy things. And by the gradual process 
of restoration he wiU be lifted up by the great . 
Mediator and restored to the days of his youth 
and live on the earth forever and never see 
death.
